Britain and the dominions are 
no.longer as complementary, eco- 
nomically, as they were. When 
the colonies were first discovered 
or.annexed they served as an 
outlet’ for surplus production, 
provided food and raw materials 
for Britain’s secondary indus- 
tries, and coristituted a, valuable 
and increasing market’ for Bri- 
tish manufactures, Trade be- 
tween the colonies and foreign 
countries was relatively insigni- 
ficant, and Britain and the 
colonies were a, highly co-ordinat- 
ed economic bloc. That still re- 
mains 4 popular ideal, but it is 
no longer a reality. The domin- 
ions are no’ longer mere ‘gran- 
uries and farms for raw mater- 
inls, no longer exclusively a 
market for British exports. With 
the inevitability of. natural 


‘growth,. the dominions are be- 


coming increasingly  self-suffi- 
cient and independent. Britain 
also is finding some difficulty in 
reconciling her own commercial 
interests .with those’ of the 
dominions, and that difficulty 
may be-.expected to increase. 
This problem has arisen from no 
sudden and surprising trick of 
fate, nor.can it be attributed to 
the successive crises of the last 
few years, though the reaction of 
foreign.countries firstto' the ex- 
perience of the war, and secondly 
to.the depression, has accelerated 
and accentuated inevitable .de- 
velopments..

The tobaced' harvest ts now be- 


‘Hing gathered on the only commer- 


cial tobacco farm in England. It 
is owned by Mr, A. J. Brandon, of 
Church Crookham, Hampshire, 
pioneer who has grown more than 
thirty varieties of tobacco. 

In spite of this ‘experience, it ts 
stil doubtful which is the moat 
sultable type for English soils and 
climate. . 

This year Mr. Brandon has de- 
voted six acred‘to the crop, and an 
output of 600Ib, to 700Ib. an-acre 
is expected. But it ia grown at a 
loss. He believes that - tobacco 
growing in Britain has bean killed 
by Government action.
